DEAR BRETHREN, | | 
F all the daties of a temporal natare, | which'devolve on man, 
those which he hae ta perform as the head-of a family, are the 
most important, the most difficult, and the most responsible. The 
magnitude of those duties, and the difficulty’ of discharging them 
adequately, is equall apparent, whether we consider them with re- 
gird to God, to ourselves, or to our fellow creatures in the various 
relatiens jn which we stand to them. ‘Fo a man who hés not made 
those duties the sabject of covstant and intease inquiry, it is at many 
times, difficult to ascertain satisfactorily, in what manner his daty

to know his daty in this highly important station, ‘will, perhaps,
